IGOV eonTsrsatioas of late 1946« Originally it was on CAPEIlH*s 
reooaMndation that the ease offieer spoke with OARTBX 1 for the parposes 
of ICOH* la Deeenber 1948 it was explained to QAFKLIK that OARBLS 1 
and t were ia^sbible people to deal with beeause they iasisted oa 
Anerioan political support, which the cass officer could not proeare 
for then, as the sine qua non of any long range eollaboration* OAPKLTTf 
has nsTer shown any signs of disbeliering this explanation beeausehs 
too, as an intelligence enthusiast, is of the opinion that the OAfiSLS 
hare been foolish to put initial eaphasis on political aspirations

to use CAHHL 3 for this Job, but whan Hihailo RDAS, 0 flurpw TT, the leader 
of tha trio, rafusad to talk to CARTEL 3 0 ^ or fanatic allagianoa to tha 
BAHBRA orowd, it Daoama apparent that no one known to ba aasooiatad with 
tha CARTELS was auitabla as an intarpratar# The case offioar tharafora 
drasaad CAPRUR as an Amarioan army sergeant, adding a pair of glasses 
for safe maasura, and used him to help intarHaa tha trio In tha municipal 
Jails of Ambarg and Bagansburg.
